ARGARET CL ARXK (the unhappy ſubje& 
-of this' Narrative): was born '(as we are cre- 


Surrey, of honeſt though” but een Parentage. 
Somewhat above a Quarter of a year before-this miſchic- 
vous Contrivance ſhe had become a Servant to Mr. De/anoy, 
a worthy ſubantiel Perſon” in" Southwark, by Profeſſion a 
Dyer, 'where ſhe behaved ver (elf {6 fairly, that they had 
no ſuſpicion of her, but very much intruſted her in their 
Houſe, whereupon ſhe might have had ſufficient opportu- 
nities to have done them conſiderable Dammage in that 
kind, without taking the deſperate courſe of Firing their 
Houſe, which muſt in all probability have occaſion'd a ge- 
neral ruine to moſt of the Neighbourhood : -She ſeem'd to 
de a Wench of a competent underſtanding, rather above 
chan be/ow what could beexpeed from hex Education and 
Circumſtances, of x free familiar humour ; which poſk- 
bly might give fome accafidn to that Temptation, which 
(as ſhe Rediatly aliedged) was put upon her, --

which confirming them in an Optnton that it muit be done 
purpoſely and by defign;and obſerving this Margaret Clark 
come and let them in, haviag ſet her.own Box 1n the Par- 
lour, which at firſt ſhe told them was her Maſters, pre- 
rending ſhe was endeavouring to prelerye it ; but provi- 
dentially # Smith 'being preleat, who. bur the day before 
had mended it for her, knew it. tobe her own, and {6 had 
oreater reaſon to-believe: the had ſome hand in the Tres- 
chery ; they thereupon entertained a' ſtrong ſuſpicion of 
her, but good, ſtore of help coming 1n, and the ſeveral 
fires not yet being grown to-a maſterlels head, they with 
kttle pains and the bleſſing of God on their Endeavours, 
made ſhift to ſubdue and extinguith them all, without any 
great difficulty or 'darmmage.. The danger being pretty 
well over, upon' confideration of the Circumſtances be- 
fore-recited, as alſo-the ſtrange confuled-behaviour of the _ 
Maid, they thought fit to take her into Cuſtody, and exa- ; 
mination. Art firſt ſhe endeavoured reſolutely to deny any 1 
privity or knowledge how or by what means this diſaſter 
happened, yet her very Looks, amazed Countenance, fal. 
tering Speech} and ſtratige Behaviour, ſeem'd to give the i 
Lye to her words; 'and-ſhew'thar ker Tongue did but in, 1! 
yain ſtrive to falfifie the dictates of her heart, At laſt, af- 
ter ſome Conflict between Confidence and Conſcieace, the 4 
latter prevailed; fo that before two: or three a Clock on the 
Munday morning ſhe ingenuoully conteſted her ſelf to be : 
Acceflory in promoting this wicked Dez{ign; and that ſhe 4 
had'been feduced: and hired ro conſent-unto. it for a- great JI} 
ſom of money promiled to be paid* her tor:this helliſh ler- 
vice: Being Examined who it was that had pur her upcn 
it, ſhe declared ſhe could nor tell his name, but only. that 
it was a Gentleman, of whole Perton, Stature, Complexi-, 
on,

on, Habit, &c. ſhe gave a very particular deſcription; 
withall declaring the manner of his addreſling himſelf to 
her, and the ſeveral importunities and inducements he-yſed 
to prevail with her, juſt in the ſame Method 'and.Order as 
herein after is ſet forth, (for we will not clog this brief 
Narrative with needleſs repetition.) And moſt obſervable 
it is, That from this her firſt Confeſſion ſhe did not after- 
wards, either in Priſon before her Trial, nor after her Con- 
demnation to the minute of: her death, in the leaſt make 
any variation, But as ſhe firſt ſer it forth upon Oath before 
Juſtice Reading and Juſtice Freeman, fo ſhe perfiſted with 
her laft breath to atteſt the Truth thereof, 

This Declaration as ſhe delivered with the greateſt ſeri- 
oulnels and aſſurance that could be; fo after ſhe had made 
it, though dire&tlytending to her own deſtruction, as to 
this World, by acknowledging her ſelf Guilty of a Crime, 
for which, by the Law, the muſt certainly ſuffer Death 
her Spirit ſeem'd more compoled, and leſs troubled, as hav- 
ing disburthen'd her Conſcience, whole ſecret Torments 
appear'd more terrible and in{upportable to her than Death 
it ſelf. 

This frank ingenuous Confeſſion, did not alittle prevail 
with moſt that heard her, to believe that there was much 
of: Truth in what ſhe delivered ;--the rather for that it could 
not eaſily beimagined, what other motive beſides that of 
the Temptation of a Bribe, or reward fromſome ill diſpoſed 
Perſons, ſhould induce her to the AR, for if ſhe had a de- 
fign to Rob her Maſter (of which there did not appear any 
convincing Arguments) ſhe might, however, having ſuch 
an opportunity of acceſs to all the Rooms in the Houſe, 
more eaſily have done it, without this Aggravartion of ad- 
ding the deteſtable Crime of Firing, to that of a ſimple Fe- 
lony , and that ſhe might be ſo tempted, was more proba- 


ble, as well becauſe tis too apparent that the Jeſuits (thoſe 
grand

vous deſigns, and have Actually made uſe of Perlons of 
her Condition, for that purpoſe, witnels, their engaging 
Elizabeth Oxley, by the means of Mr. Stwbbs, to fire the 
houſe of her Maſter, Mr. Bzrd2n, Attorney in Ferter-Lane 
April xoth. 1679. Conteſſed both by her and the ſaid 
Stubbs ; for which upon a Candid diſcoveryof Gifford, the 
Prieſt, Molrayn, and others, that put them upon it (and 
who fled for the ſame) they obtain'd their Pardon : As alſo 
for that there was no place about the whole Town, where 
a Fire could probably do more miſchief: Mr. Delanoys 
Houſe being ſcituate near Pepper Alley, on the backſide of 
the Bear- Tavern, amongſt abundance of old wooden, cloſe 
Buildings, wheace the devouring Flames (had they once 
got head,eſpecially the Houle being fired in ſo many places) 
would eaſily have diſpers'd themſelves round about, and 
not only the Contiguous Alleys, and Courts, but St. Mary 
Overies (tately Church, and the Houſes on the Bridge, c, 
would ſoon 1n all probability have been ſacrificed in a.gene- 
ral Devaſtation. 
Theſe and the like were Arguments, at leaſt to caution 
the a Iahabicants to a moſt diligent inquiſicion 
and vigilancy to find out, if they could poſſibly, the Perſon 
or Perions that might inſtigate this Maid therein , and ac- 
cordingly,feveral tuſpicious people were taken, and brought 
to her, whom ſhe not knowing, honeſtly acquitted , but 
#bout nine, or ten of the Clock on the next day (being 
eMunday) in the Fore-noon, a Gentlemancame in all alone 
into the Brar-Tavers, .atthe Bridge foot, and called for a 
Pinte of Port, where ſitting by himſelf, the people of the 
Houſe obſerved him to be much in diſorder, and Confuli- 
on of mind, as they apprehended , he ſeeming to murter 
ſomething tohimſelf, and tearing into ſmall pieces certain 
papers that he had about him, But eſpecially (having *cis

probable) hezrd what kind of man M-rgaret Clark had de- 
{cribed the Perſon to be, that had ſo Corrupted her, they 
fancyed that the ſame agreed (as indeed 1t did 1n a great 
meaſure) with this Gentleman, and therefore upon all theſe 
preſumptions, reſolved to apprehend him upon ſuſpicion, 
that he might give an account of himſelf before a Magiſtrate 
which was done accordingly : And as ſhe had preſently dif- 
charged others thar had been taken and brought to her, 
znd they particularly askt; 7s #hzs he, or, 7s this he, ſtill 
the replying, 9 ; whereupon they were ſet at Liberty: So 
on the contrary, as ſoon as ever this Perlon entred the 
Room, and ſhe had caſt her Eye upon him, in a ſeeming ex- 
taſie, or tranfport mixt with rage, and joy, ſhe Cry'd our, 
O Lord, that's the Man, that's the man, this is * 70 B 
repeating thoſe words ſeveral times with the greateſt ear- 
neſtneſs1n the world, lifting up her hands towards Heaven , 
whereupon the Juſtices demanded--Are you ſure this is the 
man? .may you not be miſtaken? To which the anſwered, 
I am ſure this is He, and 1 am not miſtakev. Then was he 


eaken into Examination, who (*tis ſaid, with many Oaths, 


and Excerations) denyed that he had ever ſeen her in his 
Life before (though *tis credibly reported ſome Perſons 
ſince affirmed they would prove that he'had been ſeen with 
her, nay to go into Mr, De/axoy's Houſe, ſome few dayes 


before.) And being queftion'd what he was, and where 


he lived , he gave the Juſtices an account, that his name 
was Fohn Satterwait, and that he belonged to his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of Yorks Guard, under the Command 
of the Earl of Frveyſham, and that his Lodging was near 
St.Giles : The Juſtices proceeding to enquire, wherehe was, 
and how he ſpent the Sunday, and where he was all Sunday-

In fine, after a large, and diligent Examination upon 
her Confeſſion againſt her ſelf, and charge upon' Oath a- 
gant Mr. Satterwajr , they'were both Committed to the 
Marſhalfes, with ſtrict charge that they ſhould be kept a- 
. part: As Mr, Satterwazt was carrying to Prilon, there be- 
ing a vaſt Tumult, or Crowd of people; the Juſtices gave 
a particular charge that no Violence ſhould be offered, or 
hurt done to his Perſon, yet the Mulcitude being filPd with 
Indignation againſt that inſufferable,and deſtructive Crime, 
whereof they then imagined him to be guilty, could nor 
forbear expreſling their deteſtation againſt ſuch prattices— 
Crying out, hang him, knock him on the head, Roning is 
too good: for him, &c.. At which Mr, Satterwart ſeemed 
much concern'd and apprehenſive that they would have 
done him ſome preſent harm, though indeed none did med-

And I faid 
Yes. 

Accordingly he came, and conveyed himſelf into 
the Dye-houſe, or thereabouts, while Nine orTenof 
the Clock that Evening, about which time the Fire 
was diſcovered. 

Whereupon with the fear and dread he had put 
upon me, I did deny 1t to the company that came 
in to quench it 3 but after that, he was there, whom

But to paſs by my Conviction and Impriſonment, 
which you have all heard of, and to.come to this one 
thing which fell out in the time of my Continement 
in- Priſon (which I bleſs God for , rather than that 
my moſt Loving and Honoured Maſter, with I know 
not how many others, ſhould have ſuffered by my 
wicked compliance with that Man,). 

That which. I ſpeak of 1s.this : , When I. had been

The Morning before Execution, a Miniſter very feriouſ- 
ly dilcourſed with her about the ſame bufine's, urging and 
charging her ingeniouſly and fully to disburthen her Conſci- 
ence, and if ſhe had been guilty of wronging him by a falſe 
Accuſation, to confeſs it, and beg pardon of God, and nor 
mock the ro Majeſty, before whoſe dreadful preſence 
ſhe muſt ſo ſuddenly appear : To which ſhe replyed ; Alas ! 
what will it avail me to accuſe any one falſly ? for as I am 
condemned, fo I cerrainly expett to ſuffer the Law, and what

She anſwered and ſaid, Fohn Satrer- 
thwatt he's the Man, he's the Man. And it it u all true, what 
1 ſaid of him all along. All that I ſaid of John Satterthwait #s 
all True.
